Oklahoma City, October 16.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—Slowly reced- 
ing overflow waters of the North Ca- 
nadian river tonight laid bare a stark, 
desolate water-cheoked waste in the 
lowlands of Oklahoma City’s south 
side, which was inundated early today 
by the worst flood in the state's bis- 
tory. 

The total damage is placed at $2,- 
900,000 in preliminary estimates o? 
city officials. 

With scores suffering from ex- 
posure, authorities tonight are pene- 
trating still farther into the stricken 
urea to rescue many who were ma- 
rooned when the torrent Jashed furi- 
ously down upon their homes. 

More than 2,000 of the 15,000 per- 
rons who fled before the onrush of 
the water still were homeless tonight. 
They are quartered in halls and 
churches throughout the city. The 
remainder of the host had returned to 
their homes by means of vehicles 
that passed, often hub deeps® through 
streets still filled with backwater. 

Two Are Killed. 

The known dead list stood at two, 
but city officials and members of 
rescue crews declared it probably 
would be greater when the receding 
waters make possible a thorough 
search of the flooded areas. 

The dead thus far known are 
Mrs. R. H. Loose and her daughter, 
Clara, 8 years old, who were drowned 
whén a boat in which they attempted 
to gain land, after tarrying in an ef- 
fort to save their personal effects, was 
eaught fn the mill race at Wheeler

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GARRETT ON TRIAL 
AGAIN FOR MURDER 


Cumberland Courthouse, Va., Oc- 
tober 16. — (By The Associated 
Press.)—Robert O. Garrette went on 
trial today for the second time in 
Cumberland county circuif court, of 
which he is clerk, for the killing last 
June 5 of Reverend Edward Sylves- 
ter Pierce, Baptist minister. Unlike 
previous efforts to get the now noted 
ease to trial rapid progress was made 
today. Most of the legal technicali- 
ties that had delayed previous hear- 
ings had been disposed of and efforts 
to renew them this morning was 
blocked by Judge B. D. White, pre- 
. siding, when he denied all motions 
and ordered the trial to proceed. 

A jury to try Robert Garrett, one 
of the two brothers jointly indicted 
or murder in the first degree as a 
esult of the Pierce shooting—Larkin 
C. Garrett’s trial last August having 
ended in a mistrial—was obtained 
from a venire of sixty Southampton 
county citizens in a little more than 
2 hours. 

All witnesses heard today had tes- 
tified in the previous trial of Robert 
Garrett as well as at the trial of Lar- 
kin Garrett. Their testimony was 
substantially the same as given on 
the previous occasions. Dr. W. L. 
Varne, Cumberland physiciaa, who 
conducted the autopsy after the 
Pierce killing, and J. P. Doyne, Farm- 
ville undertaker, who prepared’ the 

y for burial, described the wounds 
they found on the clergyman’s body. 
Dr. Varne said on cross examination 
that he had found no wound on %is 
face that could not have been nade 

a man’s fist. Mr. Doyne testi- 
ed the minister’s nose was broken 
and there was a dent in his forehead. 

Mrs. John Godsey and Mrs. Ellen 
Danby testified they had their atten- 
tion attracted to the Pierce home by 
the screams of Mrs. Pierce and saw 
Jy. C. Garrett and the minister fizcht- 
ing. Neither saw the minister fizht- 
‘followed. Both women emphasizea 
‘the bloody condition of Mr. Pierce's 
face after the fight. George Martin, 
a carpenter, said he saw R. O. Gar- 
rett fire but that if Mr. Pierce fired 
-he did not see him.

_ Cincinnati, October 16.—Sympathy, 
interest and the manifestation of a 
spirit of real brotherhood on the part 
ot the native-born American toward 
the foreign born, are necessary if the 


‘aims contemplated by the Americaniza- 


tion movement are to be attained, 
Charles A. McMahon, Washington, D. 
C., declared in an address at the an- 
nual convention of the national council 
of Catholic men here today. 

Mr. McMahon, who is civie educa- 
tion director of the National Catholic 
Welfare conference, said those who 
would succeed in promoting citizenship 
among the foreign born must bring to 
their work a more intimate knowledge 
of the immigrant groups in America. 

“The failure of great numbers of 
American people to think for them- 
selves,” said Mr. MeMahon, “and their 
apparent willingness to become as so 
any pawns in the pernicious game of 
propaganda constitute a grave situa- 
tion in the United States and is a 
problem of ‘sanitation’ as well as of 
Americanization. 

“It is surely high time for the 
liberty-loving people of the United 
States to assert their Americanism and 
to take an unyielding stand against 
the forces, visible or invisible, which 
threaten the safety and security of 
our national life and the perpetuity of 
our American institutions. In this 
struggle for the supremacy of law and 
order over lawlessness and despotism, 
no quarter should be given those self- 
anointed ‘patriots’ who distort and 
disgrace our Americanism and whose 
weapons are darkness, the mask, vio- 
lence, intimidation, and mob rule.” 

Sensational charges concerning the 
alleged relationship between a “power- 
ful secret organization with large fi- 
nancial resources,” and the National 
Education association, were made by 
Dean W. P. Burris, of the College for 
Teachers ‘of the University of Cincin- 
nati, at the annual dinner of the coun- 
cil tonight.

Paris, October 16.—The French 
government is not disposed to pro-

WORTH CONSIDERING. 

Bishop Wilbur P:; Thirkield, of 
the Mexican diocese of the Metho- 
dist church, made a recent visit to 
Atlanta, and not only brought mes- 
sages of cordial good will from the 
people of Mexico, and from the gov- 
ernment, in the restored relations 
of personal and diplomatic amity 
‘between this country and its south- 
ern neighbor, but has advanced 
some definite ideas as to America’s 
attitude toward Mexico that are il- 
lumigating, forceful and worthy at 
least of a trial. 

In an interview in The Consti- 
tution on Tuesday the bishop said: 

“The attitude of the United States 
towards Mexico is indicated by eleven 
forts on the border, their guns point- 


— 


ing over the line, manned by 8,500 
Even today, al- 
though I am gratified at the recent 
recognition of Mexico, I would advo- 
cate the dismantling of the forts and 
put some of the money into four or 
five hundred scholarships to bring 
young men and women from Mexico 
to our colleges here that they may be 
educated in a broad program of mod- 
ern democracy and go back as messen- 
gers of peace and good will binding 
the two countries closer together.” 
Along the long stretch of the 
Canadian border there is not a gun 
trained upon the peoples of the 
dominion, and not a peace officer 
except the routine of border police 
patrol, and the usual quota of en- 
forcement officials at the ports. 
Along the Mexican border, from 
Brownsville to Lower California, 
there are, as the bishop pointed out, 
gleven great forts with more than 
$.000 soldiers whose duty it is to 
keep their guns trained upon the 
territory south of the Rio Grande

SERVED A GOOD PURPOSE. 


Although the bodies of General 
James E. Oglethorpe and his wife 
will remain for all time sealed in 
the vault In the little churchyard 
near London where they have 


rested for the past many gener- 
poet. Gan work of Dr. Thornwell 
Jacobs, president of Oglethorpe 
university, of Atlanta, in locating 
them, and in dedicating anew the 
reverence of Americans for the 
great colonist who founded the state 
of Georgia and proclaimed some of 
the fundamental principles of 
American civilization, will go down 
in history as an _ outstanding 
achievement. 

Dr. Jacobs, in foregoing his plan 
to have the bodies removed to Ogle- 
thorpe university, there to become 
the shrine of the lovers of the great 
tenets of governmental morals for 
which he pioneered, only shows the 
bigness of the man, for he deferred 
to the opposition to such a removal 
rather than to precipitate a contro- 
versy over so sacred a matter. 

But the incident has served a val- 
uable purpose in making the rest- 
ing place of the great founder of 
Georgia a sanctuary that will not 
again be forgotten by the English- 
speaking peoples of either hemi- 
sphere. 


A GREAT SPEECH. 

Lloyd George, war-time premier 
of Great Britain, the greatest com- 
moner in Europe and perhaps the 
most colossal active figure in world 
statesmanship, made the following 
statement in an address at Minne- 
apolis Monday: 


“IT am not here on any mission, but 
let me say to you one thing, that 
until America with its mighty infiu- 
ence, with its great‘ power, with the 
moral command which it has in the 
world because of its past, with the 
great claim that you won by coming 
into the war without any selfish 
purpose but for a holy ideal, sending 
millions of your best young men 
across to fight for liberty and for 
nothing else—until this great land 
casts its influence into the scale of 
peace, I despair of the future.” 

He spoke the Sentiment of the 
American people, regardless of poli- 
ticians, demagogues and the appeals 
of the irreconcilables and obstruc- 
tionists to the prejudices and pas- 
sions, to the contrary notwithstynd- 
ing. 

Not only is American cooperation, 
in setting Europe’s house in order, 
due to the unselfish and strategic 
position of this country, a duty im- 
posed by its policy of war, but it is 
a duty to the economic interests of 
this nation, which must suffer until 


the markets of Eurcpe are reopened, 


and the consuming demands of the 
nations of that hemisphere can be 
adequately supplied upon the old- 
time basis of international trading. 

This nation spent twenty-three 
billions of dollars in its cooperation 


with the allies in putting down the 


menace of Prussian autocracy. It

gate and yet invite his neighbor in 
to participate of his hospitality. 

Psychology enters into national 
relations as well as into the char- 
acteristics of the individual, and 
with American guns trained day and 
night upon Mexico in times of peace, 
it has not been conducive to that 
spirit of international relationship 
that a different attitude on the part 
of this government might have 
evoked. 

Under the administration of Pres- 
ident Obregon, who is largely an 
American in sympathy, having been 
born and reared along the Arizona 
border, educated in America and 
holding large interests in this coun- 
try, the Mexican people have taken 
on a new life. The old spirit of 
perpetual revolution has given way 
to the higher ideals of education, 
religion, “industrial peace and per- 
sonal independence. He has shown 
himself a friend of the peon classes, 
and the welfare work of his admin- 
‘stration has brought about higher 
and nobler ambitions among them, 
and better conditions of living. 

There is no reason at the present 
time to distrust the Mexicans, either 
as a nation or a people, and if the 


intimidating, and .even provoking, 


influences of the military and the 
guns are removed from the north- 


ern side of the river there is every 


good reason to believe that the 
moral effect of such a move on the 
part of this government would be 
a valuable balm of popular amity 
between the neighbors. 

Said Bishop Thirkield further: 

“The way to help a lowly, backward 
people is to help them. The removal 
of these guns will do more to es- 
tablish peace between us than any 
active recognition. The peons of Mex- 


ice are not war-like or bloodthirsty, 


; ay but are a peaceable, gentle, hard-work- 


ing, burden-bearing race.”

HEALTH TALKS 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


MEDICAL RESEARCH IN DEN- 
TAL HYGIENE. 
Although the teeth consist princi- 
pally of calcium (lime) and according 
to some good authorities on nutri- 
tion in this country, notably Prof. 
Henry C. Sherman, of Columbia uni- 
versity, the ordinary mixed diet of 
American urban -esident is more 
often deficient in calcium than in any 
other chemical element, the amount 
of calcium or Jime in the diet is not 
the dominant factor in the calcifica- 

tion of the teeth. 

The dominant factor in this im- 
portant process is the amount of vita- 
min-A in the diet, according to 
research conducted by the Mellanbys 
(husband and wife) for the medical 
researen council in London. Their 
work showed that when this 
ticular vitamin is taken in large 
amounts in ‘the diet, it serves to re- 
tain and incorporate in the body tis- 
sues, the teeth particularly, the eal- 
cium salts in the diet. The Mellanbys 
observed this important physiological 
function of vitamiu-A in the course 
of studies of the causation of rickets. 
When vitamin-A was deficient in the 
diet, the more cereal eaten the worse 
formed were the teeth—i dogs. A 
diet of oatmeal gave the dogs poor 
teeth, both dentin and enamel being 
defective, but when crude (unpurified 
or unchanged) cod liver oil was 
added to the oatmeal diet, the teeth 
developed normally. Cod liver oil, if 
not “purified” is one of the richest 
sources of vitamin-A. 

_No doubt the herring eaten by the 
highlander furnishes enough vitamin- 
A to save his teeth from the bad 
effects of oatmeal alone. Milk, if 
taken raw, and cream and butter, are 
likewise rich sources of vitamin-A. 
These additions serve to -save the 
reputation of oatmeal as a_ health 
food. The Mellanbys observe that a 
diet of eggs (egg yelk is still another 
food rich in vitamin-A) milk, green 
vegetables, herring and oatmeal will 
produce normal teeth. On the other 
hand a dietary of cereals. especially 
Outmeal, vegetable margarin, lard. 
lean meat, jam, sugar and tea, would 
lead to defective teeth. 

The cow gets her vitamin-A from 
the green pasturage. We might say 
eat a bale of hay a day and keep the 
dental burr away—if alfalfa or clover 
could be condensed und marketed we 
cvuld sell it to the -.merican people 
as a breakfast food. But seriously, 
if we can’t compete with the cow for 
that which assures sound teeth, we 
can get a sufficient ration of vita- 
min-A by making a judicious selection 
of nutrients and relishes or roughage 
in our diet, from infancy upwards. 

Our own Professor McCollum. of 
Johns Hopkins, tried to teach ns 
these very things long before the Lon- 
don research workers made their ob- 
servations, pointing out that the com- 
position of the diet, not only of the 
child, but of the exptectant mother 
and the nursing mother, determines 
the development of sound teeth. 

Among the foods containing vita- 
min-A therefore entitled to be ealled 
“tooth food,” are: crude eod liver oil, 
butter, raw milk, egg yelk, raw eab- 
bage, lettuce, celery, leaves, spinach. 
beet leaves and other greens, orange 
juice, carrots, potato skin, orange 
nuts, river herring, salmon, cheese,

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Von Heoesch Will 
Hold Conterence 
[With Poincare 


Paris, October 16.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—The German charge 
d'affaires, Herr von Hoesch, will have 
a conference at his own request to- 
morrow with Premier Poincare. This 
prospective visit is creating great in- 
terest in French official circles, but 
opinions are divided on the impor- 
tance of the results which may be ex- 
pected from it. 

There is a feeling in some quarters 
that owing to the German chancel- 
lor’s greater freedom of action, he 
may decide to present proposals of a 
more sweeping chearacter, more defi- 
nite and more tangible than hereto- 
fore, which may meet M. Poincare’s 
demands. The German charge’s first 
visit to the French premier on Oc- 
tober 10 thus far has had no effect 
in bringing the two enuntries intv 
closer relations, althougn on that oe- 
casion Herr von Hoesch informed M. 
Poincare that he was instructed to 
open direct negotiations between the 
Berlin and Paris governments and to 
offer Germany’s cooperation toward 
the resumption of the normal econom- 
i¢ life of the Ruhr. This offer, how- 
ever, was taken under consideration 
by the French yovernment. 

The more optimistic are of the 
opinion that the charge’s visit to the 
premier means that some important 
steps will be taken with respect to 
the reparation problem—that either 
von Fhesch will present entirely new 
proposals emanating from Berlin on 
the question as a whole, or express 
the Reich government's willingness to 
accept the Belgian plan as a basis 
for discussion. 


MANY JOB SEEKERS 
ON ANNANIAS LIST 


Washington, October 16.—You've 
got to tell the truth if you want a gov- 
ernment job. This is the warning of 
William C. Deming, president of the 
United States civil service commis- 
Sion, to would-be applicants for fed- 
eral employment. In the past year, 
Mr. Deming said in a statement toaay, 
835 persons were added to the com- 
mission’s “barred list” or roster of 
those who by their own disvonesty 
have forfeited the right to compete in 
civil service examinations. 

By far the majority of these—ap- 
proximately T0Q—were declared un- 
Suitable because of false statements 
in their applications on such ques- 
tions aS age, education, experience or 
criminal record. Six offered bribes 
for federal positions, six forged medi- 
cal certificates giving themselves clean 
| bills of health, twenty-eight were dis- 
covered cheating in the examination 
rooms, while two were found disloyal 
to the government. 

But these figures, Mr. Deming 
added, do not reflect upon the char- 
acter of civil service applicants in 
general, for more than 200,000 persons 
were examined during the year.

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Special Session 


Will See Flood 
Of Tax Proposals 


Hersche] H. Elders, representative 
from Tattnall county in the state leg- 
islature, has notified Governor Clif- 


ford Walker that he will be unable 
to attend the hearing of the special 
tax commission in Atlanta on October 
23. Mr. Elders was the author of 
several tax reform bills introduced 
during the recent session of the gen- 
eral assembly, and in his letter to the 
governor he states that he will intro- 
duce eight bills on taxation as soon 
as the special session convenes on No- 
vember 7. 

Mr. Elders is an ardent advocate 
of a tax system similar to that now 
in force in North Carolina. He 
points to that state’s present pros- 
perity as proof of the value of its 
financial methods. 

The bills Mr. Elders will introduce 
deal, he states, with provisions for 
a limited income tax; corporation 
franchise and license taxes; inherit- 
ance, privilege and occupation taxes; 
a luxury tax; a classified property 
tax; limitation of the county tax. 
rate in any county to ten mills; ex- 
emption of property from an ad va- 
lerem tax any year that the other 
sources of revenue produce sufficient 
money to pay all appropriations, and 
exemption of new manufacturing en- 
terprises from all state taxes for a 
period of ten years. 

Other members of the legislature 
who have taken active part in the 
work to reform the state tax system 
have written that they are unavoid- 
ably prevented from attending hear- 
ings of the tax commission. S. Par- 
ker New, of Laurens county, writes 
that, while he cannot attend, he has 
some decided views on the subject he 
would like to be presented. He will 
offer, in the special session, the fol- 
lowing proposed constitutional amend- 
ment: 

“Except for the purpose of paying 
off present indebtedness, no county 
or municipality in this state shall for 
any one year levy an ad valorem tax 
greater than fifteen mills for all pur- 
poses,

“Country churches must be main- 
tained in order that rura! life and 
education may be maintained. The 
country churches are the backbone of 
the large congregations, and must be 
maintained in order that the social 
and educational life of our rural dis- 
tricts can be raised to meet the grow- 
ing demands of Christianity.”

MATERIAL GAINS 


IN WHEAT MARKET 


Chicago, October 16.— Wheat 
seored a material advance in price 


today on receipt of news that Pres- 
ident Coolidge bad suggested a re- 
duction of railroad freight charges 
on export shipments of wheat. The 
upturn of the market, however, 
brought about heavy selling and the 
gains were nearly wiped out. los- 
ing quotations were unsettled, a shade 
to 3-8 cents net higher, with De- 
cember $1.081-8@14 to $1.0814 
and May $1.123-4@$1.127-8. Corn 
finished 3-Sq@1-2 to 31-4 cents bhigh- 
er; 2ats varving from 1-8 decline to 
a like advance, and provisions 2 to 
15 cents down. 

Until President Coolidge’s action 
was announced, the wheat market 
was confined to narrow limits, both 
as to price changes and volume cf 
business. Only a little selling was 
induzed by an official estimate that 
the new Argentine crop would total 
more than 250.000.000 bushels. as 
'agaiast 195 000,000 bushels last year. 
| Although the forecast, if realized, 
| woul'l mean ai record-breaking yield, 
' the market here failed to make much 
' response, and traders for the most 
part teemed to be determined to 
await domestic developments, espe- 
cially those connected with the goy- 
ernment's glans for agriculture 
relicf, 

About a cent a bushel was added

which followed talk of a possible 
cut in freight rates on export wheat. 
The selling that took place subse- 
quent!y was largely of a profit-tak- 
ing «haracter, but was too much of 
a load to be sustained at the time, 
even with the. help of notable 
strength which had become evident 
in the corn market.

HAS BEEN PASSED 


Little Rock, Ark., October 16.— 
Trial of the suit for $100,000 damages 
instituted by Hiram W. Evans. im- 
perial wizard of the Ku Klux Klan, 
against W. J. Simmons, emperor 
of the organization, which had been 
set for hearing in circuit court here 
October 18, has been passed by agree- 
ment, it was announced today. No 
new date had been fixed today for the 
calling of the case. 

The suit was an outgrowth of a 
controversy between klan and Kamelia 
officials several months ago, and re- 
sulted directly from the publication 
of a telegram purporting to have heen 
written by Mr. Simmons in which the 
imperial wizard was charged with ap- 
propriating to his own use ‘‘more than 
$100,000" of klan funds. 


GENERAL DEFENDS 
POLICY OF FRANCE 
IN RUHR INVASION 


General William H. Johnstone, ¢om- 
mander of the fourth corps area, was 
the chief speaker at the regular meet- 
ing of the Army association held in 
the chamber of commerce assembly 
hall Tuesday night. The general gave 
an address on his experiences with 
the American army of occupation in 
Germany. 

“Although there had been no social 
relations with the German people, the 
attitude had .been most cordial on 
both sides,’ he said. “The cost of the 
occupation has been criticised severely 
at Washington, but after all the bill 
will be footed by Germany, and the 
time spent on the Rhine has been ex- 
cellent training for the troops.” 

In speaking about the Ruhr imbrog- 
lio the speaker said that the French 
had acted with the greatest tact in 
the matter of occupying the area. 
They had refrained from’ entering 
cities and had contented themselves 
with staying in the villages. 

With the French, British and Bel- 
gians, the Americans maintained most 
cordial relation, he said.
